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Re-Forming the Beth Din. 


A LETTER which appears elsewhere is at least evidence of the 
inability of the Beth Din, as at present constituted, to carry out all 
the functions for which the Community looks to it, however loyally 
and bravely it may attempt to do so. Whether the suggestion 
that has been made that the Beth Din should become an 
exclusively Ecclesiastical Court, dealing only with questions in which 
Jewish Law is involved, is feasible or not, there seems no question 
about the desirability of setting up a lay tribunal for the settlement 
of civil disputes that may arise between members of the Com- 
munity. A correspondent this week, in-characteristically legal 
fashion about which no one can reasonably complain, 
seeks to show the difficulty of determining what cases 
would come under the head of civil causes and what 
under that of ecclesiastical. He cites one such case which 
may or may not raise the difficultics he apprehends. But we 
believe that it would not pass the wit of any tribunal worthy of 
the name to provide for such a contingency if it arose, possibly 
by means of the easy device of a “ mixed” tribunal. In any case, 
the main thing to be kept in mind, which should not be obscured 
by moot points, however ingenious, is the need for some court to 
which Jews will prefer to take their contentions, rather than to 
the public courts of the country, especially in cases in which 
there are circumstances that, for one reason or another, make 
that course desirable. Mr. Lanpiv would thus have been more 
helpful had he suggested some alternative to the one which he 
places under such acute criticism. That the Beth Din, as now, 
is very far from filling the place which such a tribunal 
as has been suggested might be relied upon to do, surely 
admits of little question. And so the Community ought not to 
be longer content with that body for all the purposes for which 
it is needed. We sincerely hope that the matter now having been 
adumbrated, will be energetically pursued until some concrete 
course of action is decided upon. 


A Notable Centenary. 


A Very useful and much-prized institution in our community 
reaches its hundredth birthday this year, The Aged Needy Pension 
Society, the object of which is fully conveyed in its name, has 
proved a real boon to many Jewish men and women, W ho have 
found themselves at an advanced age stranded for means wherew ith 


atleast tend to keep before the Community a 


to exist. The Society in such cases grants pensions which make all 
the difference to the recipients between moderate comfort aud 
absolute penury. The work thus done clashes .with po other con- 
munal effort, and the Society holds an enviable record for wise and 
careful administration, as well as for the kindliness with which it 
dispenses its benevolence, But neither these good qualities nor the 
jine record of the Society shield it from the common trouble of all 
such institutions, and it finds itself in its own advanced, yet happily 
vigorous, age stranded for want of means. It requires £10,000 to 
carry on, and we believe that the appeal which it is making for this 
amount will be readily responded to. The Community will care to 
heed this request for two reasons. It will desire to enable the 
Society to continue its splendid work and it will be glad to mark 
in this way its appreciation of the labour of love which the Society 
bas done through the ten decades of its existence. No appeal has 
heen made by the institution for fifteen years past, during which a 
new generation has arisen in Anglo-Jewry, to whom, therefore, this 
will be the first call made on its behalf. We hope that it will in 
cvely sense be a successful one,

| being a certain sign of religious degeneration 
held to connote not alone the religion of the 
culture and the activities specially associated 
with his people. If ght, of course, be said that even regarding 
the term as applied to the Jewish religion only, atwendance or 
non-attendance at public worship was by no means decisive as 
showing the flourishing or decadent Jewish religious condition of 
those who either attend or abstain from attendiag. The Biblical 
declaration, which asserts impliedly that religious exercise can With 
equal effect be carried on anywhere, seems to negative the idea 
that for the maintenance of Judaism as Religion, attendance at 
public worship is essential. Indeed, Jewish Tradition is ali the 
other way; and among the most pious of our people—our Rabbis and 
Teachers—there have been and are many who make it a habit of 
their lives to engage at due times in private prayer. = If 
they attend Synagogue as well, they do so rather as «& 
communal duty in obedience to the spirit of “Israel in 
Congregation '’ rather than for purposes of devotion. But, broadly 
speaking, there cau be little doubt that where Judaism, whether 
we regard the term in its less or its more embraciug implication, 
is flourishing, Synagogue attendance will be large ; and, per contra, 
where it is decadent, the empty benches of our Synagogues will 
tell the tale. The reasons for non-attendance giveu by some 
of those who engaged in the debate at the West Loudon 
Synagogue Association were mostly concerned with dislike of the 
Service, on the one hand, and on the other with the commercial 
raids made upon the Jewish Sabbath. And we expect that 
an analysis of the paucity of attendance at our Synagogues 
would show causes oscillating between these two. There would 
he no difficulty, that is to say, in classifying all reasons and 
excuses for nou-attendance under either the non-attractiveness of 
the Services, or the attractiveness of business claims. Andit would, 
therefore, seem that the problem of Synagogue attendance is. pre- 
cisely how to place the 5ynagogue and its religious urge in effective 
competition with the drang of our worldly pursuits. This is by 
uo means a new discovery. It is as old as the proverbial hills. But 
-tg solution has not yet been found; and we consequently welcome 
the debate to which we refer, because all such discussions, if they 
do not help to bring us greatly nearer to the solving of the question,

If Wishes Were Horses. 


By Mentor. 


HE proverb or, rather, the first line of if with which this ts 
headed, bas formed a kind of slogan to mark the centenary 
appeal of one of our Institutions, an appeal which | hope 
may prosper. It so happens, however, that the phrase fits 

aptly as a captian for something to which I desire to draw attention, 
and so does the other line of the distich— beggars would be 
cavaliers.” Jam thinking of a marked characteristic of the Jewish 
people indicative of this saying. The onbounded optimism of 
our race is at once the glory of and @ drab mark upon our 
history. It is a quality to which it is well worth while to 
give a moment or twos consideration, jecause, for one thing, 
national characteristics ave usually wade up of the character- 
istics of individuals, and if we as a people have dwelt through- 
out our generations in a realn of wishes, a world of imagination — 
if hope has been our universe—not alone shoukl that account for 
very much, but if might account, among other things, for the world- 
position of the Jew, which to-day, as a learned American Professor 
recently insisted, is uniquely critical. Into, his argument, there 
is no need here to enter; but I think he showed, with no little 
conclusiveness, that never in the long history of the Jewish people 
has there been a time when those who care for the future destiny 
of Judaism and the Jew, have surer cause for searching anxiety. 
fyofessor Kaplan—the gentleman to whom J refer—showed that 
Jews anc Judaism to-day bad in an unprecedented measure become 
divorced from what until recently had been their anchorage, the 
Torah—using the word in its widest significance. And having 
slipped their moorings, said the Professor, they were embarked on 
an uncharted sea of quasi-assimilation, with an-environment un- 
determined and indeterminable. The niche in the armour of the 
Professor's ¢ »nclusions seems to me, writing offhand, to be just in 
his acknowledgment that the future cannot be told, therefore can- 
not be measured, And without indulging in wishes extravagantly, 
and thus riding upon the horse-back of imagination, it occurs to me 
that we were unduly pessimistic if we left out of account the 
possibilities in the future, which may modify and even overcome 
all his pessimistic prophecy. 


Still, the fact remains that the Jew, using the terin in the 
aggregate, is an apparently incurable optimist where his people 
and all that is connoted by Judaism are concerned. For two 
thousand years we have gone on always wishing, always hoping, 
and imagining ourselves thereby cavaliers when, alas, we were truly 
beggars. We have shifted from country to country with an 
eternal “move on.’ We have met persecution in variations almost 
as modulated asa piano keyboard. We have met success equally 
varied in tone; and come what come may, we have wished and 
wished and wished! Pogroms have occurred, massacres have 
aitiicted us. We have been mocked and despised and rejected and boy- 
cotted—and it never seems to have been revealed to us through years 
and years and years that there was anything for us to do, except to 
wish for those prancing better times and believe that the wishes 
made of us cavaliers. We have been tolerated, petted, the toy and 
the plaything of power anxious to extract from us what good our 
qualities could provide—a position perhaps in some ways as debasing, 
“if not more so), if not quite so unpleasant physically, as actual perse- 
cution. Andwehavre gone on wishing and wishing that the treatment 
would continue. We were beggars, thinking we were cavaliers. 
Or there have been times when we really not as a people but as indi- 
viduals possessed true power. For instauce, during the centuries 
of our residence in the Spanish Peninsula, there were Jews 
of real power, of much inituence, really cavaliers—but then almost 
invariably they ceased to be Jews. The place was swarming with 
Jewish perverts of all kinds and with Jews in that ineffably mean 
condition. of pretending to be non-Jews—they are called Marranos. 
And yet, it;would seem from what records we have. that even these 
contemptible creatures were wishers. They wished for the time 
when they could safely be Jews in the eyes of the world. They, 
too, rode high in their own estimation upon the horses of 
their imagination—they, too, were cavyaliers. Sometimes, by the 
by, it happened that these wishes betrayed them—and we have 
the Inquisition as a consequence. 


There is no need to recall much of the history of our people 
during the nearly twenty centuries of their wandering in exile. 
‘Throughout they have not only wished but have turned 
wishes into a settled policy. We have thought that our 


wishes were horses, and we have imagined onreelyes cavaliers. 
And what I would ask is whether this mental and moral atti- 
tude which persists despite the newer ‘spirit that has arisen 
during the last thirty years, when there have been Jews who 
bave Jctermined that wishes wer2 nct .as substantial as horses 
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and that beggars who rode upon them were net cavaliers : 
that work was more substantial than wishes, that actualities 
were better to rely upon than imagination—whether is atti- 
tude has been and is for our benefit or to our detriment. It 
is a strange and interesting aspect of this super-optimisi, 
characteristic of our people, that, although as [ said national 
characteristics are usually made up ef individual predilections, 
the Jew individually is rather a pessimist than an optimist. 
I recollect mentioning during the War when air raids were a terror 
of our then existence in these Islands, that the difference between 
Jews and non-Jews in respect to them was that the average non. 
Jew usually concluded that, dangerous as the air raids were, that 
Was ho reason why ic should be bit. On the other hand, the 
average Jew saw no reason why with bombs hurtling around 

should be spared. And this difference in mentality it was whirl 
marked the difference freely commented upon but not widely under. 
stood between the inhabitants of a pertion of the town 
which was predominantly Jewish and that of a quarter 


that was predominantly non-Jewish.

Agam, -we find this 
individual Jew in his relation to ill-health. 
There is no folding of the hands and saying “ Kismet’ in the Jew 
who is afflicted physically. There is no contentment and docilely 
allowing a doctor to do his best or his worst and aceepting the 
résult as the will of Providence. Notatalt. The Jew who is only 
a little ill usually thinks bimrself seriously indisposed. And he wil! 
seek out not alone the best medical advice he can procu e, but be 
will go on seeking and seeking till he tinds the medical advice that 
brings him good health. Not fer the Jew are the conventianalities 
and the amenities of the medical profession. He recks nothing o 


formalities. He waats to ba curved; he is willing to pay to be, 


cured. He knows ‘and acts accordingly) that wishes will not prt 
him upon the horseback of recovery, and he refuses to be the 
beggar asking for his health and his strength. He demands 
being the cavalier a tually viding on a substantial horseback in 
the plenitude of robust vigour, I have mentioned only the 
matter of physical well bemg. But if is precisely the same with 
the Jew in other things. In his business, in Jis pleasure. m al! 
that concerns life the Jew is a veatist. His horses: are not mate 
up of wishes. Heé knows well ewough that by them. he

Thus we have the paradox of the Jew im the individual 
exhibiting not only a totally different, but an evntwely sucousisten’ 
characteristic from that which marks his people sm the aggregate. 
It perhaps may be held wrong to make any arbitrary diyisiou 
such as L have saggested, and it may be that pessimism dees creep 
into national optimisin and optimism into individual pessimism. 
Then the alternative conclusion ts that, as regards the Jewish 
people and all that concerns them, Jews are listless, indiffere 
careless, and that all their anergy, all thew regard, all their thonght 
is concentred upon themselves and their affairs as individuals. 
That is not a pleasant. conclusion, because national madifference 
and the absence of anything ike public altruista must sooner or 
later. come what may. eat like a canker into the national vitals.

And I sometimes think that it may be that.just because the Jew in 
individual matters is so keen, so nervous, 80 sensitive, he is, in fa 

in matters concerning his people and their destiny, listless 
indifferent, careless ii regava to them. bie really thinks that he 
need do no more than wish, sometimes ‘) riere conventional 
fashion—mere lip-wishing—and that then, somehow or another, 
Jewry will become sR the horses that will make of usa 
people riding in cavalier sy upon the high placesof the earth. Is 
this attitude for our geod, orto ourdetriment’ Has heen the 
means—this unbounded. optimism—of our surviying all that 
we have outlived? Why ask’? has persisted fo tures. 
At best and at most, it must have been impossible to sbake 
ourselves free of it in the few years when a more reasonable 
spirit has begun to assert itself. Had wo not better, then, 
accept our National don't-care optimism os fact and take our 
bearings as .a people and in matters affectme us publicly, accord. 
ingly? JF submit that, at the end of all. that is the true philosophy; 
and that we must in all concerning our people recollect that 
with them wishes are thought to be horses and they, albeit some of 
us realise them to be beggars, assure themegelves that they ae 
really cavaliers. 
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Obituary. 


Mr. EMIL FUCHS (New York). 

The fan.ious sculptor and artist, Mr. Emil Fuchs, aged sixty-two, was 
found shot dead at tis home in New York. It is believed that he killed 
hizaself on account of his continued ill-health. The deceased was born 
in Vienna, and settled in London in 1596. He became a teacher gt the 
Royal Academy, and through the patronage of th» late Dr. Ludwig Mond, 
the father of Lord Melchett, and Mr. Sargeut he obtained admission into 
prominent circles. The late Queen Victoria entrusted him with the 
designing of a medal, and he designed the postage stamps current during 
the reign of the late King Edward VII.

The 
late Mr. Honry Sokolow was born in Warsaw in 1882. He distinguished 
Ahinself ds a stadentin mathematics at the Warsaw University. Asan 
active leader in the stud:nts’ movement,- he became involved in 
revalutionary activity against the T-arist Government, which resulted 
in his imprisonment and his ~ubsequent banishment from the University; 
Ho then continued his studics at Karlsruhe, Germany, in technical 


mathematics, showing rare taleat, He graduated as electrical engineer 
with much distinction, and enjoyed a wide reputation in his capacity of - 
technical consultant ia Germany. ‘Brought up in tho intensely Jewish 
atmosphere of the Sokolow family, and having received a thorough 
classical education, the deceased was endowed with a noble and 
gracious personality. He was beloved by all who came into con- 
tact with him, for his kindness, bis good humour and delicacy of 
feeling. He was particularly attached to his distinguished father, who 
was very proud of his son's sterling qualities, and who valued highly 
his assistance in the important work of the Hebrew Encyclopaedical 
Dictionary upon which he has in his spare time from Zionism been 
engaged for some years. The deceased was married to Dr. Helene née 
Krinski, of Warsaw, who belonged to a distinguished family of that 
city.

NEW SUBSCRIBERS SECURED. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Monday at 
60, London Wall, Mr. S. Japhet, Chairman of the Council, presided, 
There were also present: 


Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Davan H. M. Lazarus, Dr. A. Biichler, the Reve. 
A. A. Green, J. F. Stern, Messrs. Herbert Bentwich, E. D, Lowy, and J. 


Wassermann. 

Arising out of the minutes of the previous meeting, the Chairman 
said that, to their great satisfaction, Dr, Biichler’s book, “Sin and 
Atonement ” had now been published. 

The following recommendations of the Etucation Committee were 
approved; That Mr. I Levy and Mr. S. Toperoff each be awarded one of 
the Entrance Scholarships for five years; that Mr. I. H. Levine (a South 
African student) be awarded a special allowance for one vear to cover 
the additional expense of spending the vacation away from his home. 

With regard to the awarding of the Entrance Seholarships, the 
Chairman said that the report received from the Principal was most 
encouraging, and showed that the College was able-to turn out good 
students. They hoped that theso scholarships would be a great help to 
the students in their careers. 

A letter was read from Mrs. Delissa Joseph offering to the College a 
portrait of the late Mr. Delissa Joseph, which she had painted. Tho 
portraié was exhibited in the Royal Academy in 1928. The late Mr. 


Delissa Joseph was a pupil of the old Jews’ College School and for. 


many years the Hon. Architect of the College. 

The Council gratefully accepted Mrs. Joseph's gift. 

The CHAIRMAN said that since their last meeting they had acquired 
eighteen new subscribers and had received sixteen donations amounting 
toabout £139. He honed that these donations would be renewed. Mr. 
Otto Schiff had told him that after his rerurn from America, he would try 
and get a further number of new subscribers, and he (the Chairman) 
hoped that other members of the Connci!l would similarly assist them.

MEMORIAL MEETING AT JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


Tnder the auspices of the Jews’ College Union Society, a meeting to 
commemorate the second anniversary of the death of Asher Ginsberg 
(‘Ahad Ha’am”) was held on Saturday evening at Jews’ College, 
Guilford Street. 


Professor Dr. A. BUCHLER, who presided, said that on that second 
aunivereary, it was only right and proper to recall in gratitude the name 
of “Ahad Ha’am,” his ideas, his personality, and his contributions to the 
revival of Jewry. “Ahad Ha’am’s” keen observations and his wide 
philosophical outlook were clearly rettected’ in his essay 
written on the seyenth centenary of the death of Maimonides. One 
followed in “Ahad Ha'am’s” penetrating analysis of Maimonides the 
rule of man’s reason as the only guide and principle in the moral and 
religious endeavours of the Jew and recogatsed in every line and every 
sentence “Ahad Ha’am’s” inrellectual grasp of the intricate Aristotelian 
problems and arguments, and his philosophical appreciation, reinforced 
by his intellectual sympathies. 


Rabbi Dr. SaMuEDL Datcurs said that on Rosh Hodesh Shebdat, two 
years ago, “ Ahad Ha’am ” died in Tel-Aviv. Last week a flag day was 
held in Palestine, the proceeds of which were to be devoted to the 
support and upkeep of the “ Beth Ahad Ha’am.”° What made “ Ahad 
Ha’am ” great was the intensity of his Hebraic spirit, and his power of 
expressing it. What was in the mind and the heart of every conscious 
Jew, “Ahad Ha’am” could put into words which were rock-like in their 
strength and crystal-like in their clearness. He was a Gaon, not only in 
his knowledge of the entire Hebrew literatare, but also in his understand- 
ing of the soul of Israel. Ho had the sagacity of a sage avd the insight of 
awystic. One might say that he had the mind of a “TI3IMD and the heart 
ofa ‘TDM. He was a scholar and a sage, a thinker andaseer. He was, 
in his own eyes, “Aad Ha’am,” but, in fact, he was “one of the choicest 
of our people.” When he was sixteen he was Known as a profound 
Rabbinic scholar. He remained a great Hebraic Jew throughout the whole 
of hislife. His Hebrew had a biblical quality anda Mishnaic flavour. If 
one wished to understand “ Ahad Ha’am,’ one must read him in Hebrew, 
“ Ahad Ha’am” lived to see the opening of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem, aud the dream of his life was thus. partly fulfilled. “ By the 
shore of the sea near Jaffa rest the remains of ‘Ahad Ha’am,’” said Dr, 
Daiches, in conclusion, “but his mess*ge to all Jewry still goes forth: 
‘No doubting and no despairing! In our faith we shall live and we shall 
work, generation after generation—aud in the end the victory will 
come!’” 


Mr. LEON SrMon, B.A., speaking in Hebrew, referred to the influence 7 


of “Ahad Ha’am ” on English Jewry, which, he said, was effected by his 
essays, and was independent of the fact that he had lived in London for 
many years. | 

Mr. A. T. SHRocK, B.A., read aphorisms of “Ahad Ha’am,” and Mr. 
IsIDORE WARTSKI, B.A., spoke in Hebrew on “Ahad Ha’am’s” life and work,

JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTURRF. 


_ On Saturday evening last, under the auspices of the Jewish Health 
Organisation, Miss Nettie Adler, J.P., L.C.C., delivered a lecture at the 
Whitechapel Art Gallery on “The Work of School Care Committees,” 
Mrs. A, Model was in the chair. | 
The work of the L.C.C, School Care Committees, said the le turer, 
had grown with the growth of London to a great metropolis of four and a 
half million inhabitants, with 600,0.0 children in the L©.C. Schools. 
Conditions in the crowded areas of the East End had greatly improved 
Since the main influx of immigrants thirty years ago. At that time there 
was no school medical inspection, no provision for the backward, blind, 
deaf, physically defective or delicate child; and there were no School 
Clinics. Now there were twelve School Clinics, 100 School Doctors, 350 
School Nurses and 6) School Dentists. Of the 338,000 children inspected 
last year, nearly one-third were referred for treatment, the large 
majority of these being for treatment to their teeth. lt was found that 
the teeth of Jewish: bildren were in a healthier condition than those of 
the non-Jewish ; this was probably due to Jewish diet and to the fact 
that most Jewish children were breast-fed. All children should have 


their teeth attended to while they, were young, and there was no excuses . 


for children coming to school with 
BAD TEETH, 

Jewish parents were afraid to give their children pain, but bad teeth 
caused all kinds of gastric and rheumatic troubles in later life. Only 
fifty per cent. of the children recommended for treatment to their teeth 
last year actually received it, but the state of affairs in regard to visual 
defect was more hopeful, as ninety-one per cent. of those ordered 
glasses obtained them. Many parents, however, were still obstinate, 
careless or unwilling in regard to the medical treatment of their children, 
‘They must realise that even so-callea “ growing pains ” should receive 
the attention of a doctor, as they might portend the beginning of serious 
rheumatic trouble. Parents should allow children with weak chests to 
attend for a period the special open-air schools provided for them, and 
should not object when a child with a weak heart was recommended ta 
attend the Physical Defective School. Children attending the Myopic 
Schools were allowed, if they showed special ability, to go on to the 
ordinary Secondary = hools to continue their education; while at the 
Backward Schools ample scope was given for the children to develop theis 
particular apti:udes ant to become self-supporting members of the com. 
munity. Another aspect of the work of the Care Committees was that 
of placing the boy or gir! into the right kind of job on leaving school. I 
Was particularly important to try and place Jewish children in johs where 
they could keep the Sabbath. Jews, who 3,000 years ago established 
laws for justice between employer and employee and for the humane 
treatment ofanimals—ide s which only to-day had begun to find universal 
acceptance in the civilised world—should lead the way in attaining a 
good standard of employment, 


L.C.C. Health Work. 


Miss Adler then showed a series of lantern slides illustrating the 
various provisions made by the London County Council for the education 
and treatment of schoo! children, some of the slides being exhibited for tha 
firsttime. She showed the transformation of the district round Brady 
Street, Whitechape!, from country fields in 1799 to a congested area to- 
day. Photograplis of the new L.C.C, Housing Estates were shown, and 
of the new schools buil6 all on one floor and arranged so that the 
An illost:ation 
of a boy being medically examined was exhibited, and Miss Adler 
emphasised the fact that a parent should be present at the entrance 
examination, and at the ex:minations which took place at the ages of 
eight and eleven. It was regrettable that there was no provis on for boys 
and girls to be medically examined between the school l aving age of 
fourteen and the age of sixteen, when they came under the National 
Health Insurance Scheme. This would be a useful fleld of activity for 
the Jewish Health Organisation. Many slides were shown of the speeial 
open-air schools where children stayed out all day till after six in the 
evening in all weathers. They were provi 'ed with mid-day lunch, and 
there was a compulsory rest period every afternoon, 
able to obtain a fresh-air holiday through the Annual School Journey, 
and the Council had now sanctioned a scheme by which every school 
spent one full day in special playing fields, and had lessons there in the 
open air,

Union of Jewish Literary Societies.

LECTURE BY THE CHIEF RABBI, 


On Sunday last, at Jews’ College, Guilford Street, under the auspices 
of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire lectured on “Ancient Semitie Codes io relation to the M saie 
-Legisiation.” ‘The lecture was ove of the course of lectures on “ The 
Background of the Bible.” 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.A., the Director of Jewish Education, who 
presided, after referring to the great pressure of work which the Chief 
Rabbi had to deal wi hb, said that he believ.d that Dr. Hertz was 
present that afternoon for two reasons. One was his amazing virality, 
his ever fl» wing energy, and’‘also his very warm devotion to the cause of 
adult education. Dr. Heriz was particularly qualified to speak on the 
topic he had chosen. The best interpreter of the law was he who 
administered it, and as head of their Eccle<iastical Court, the Chief Rabbi 
was daily brought into contact with the difficult problems of legislation 
and law. The Codes as he would present them would not be a pond but 
a river—a river which was constantly flowing and constantly fertilising, 

The Chief Rabbi's papor was read to the Society for Jewish Juris. 
prudence (English Branch), and a summary cf it was printed in our issue 
of March 0th, 1:28. The paper has aiso bee - printed in the last number 
of the JOURNAL FOR COMPARATIVE LEGISLATION.

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“Wanted: Another ‘Beth Din.’ ” 


To the Editor of Tus Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I have read with interest “ Mentor’s” article published in tie 
last issue of Tit JEWISH CHRONICLE, and as a Jewish solicitor who has 
had practical experience of the manner in which cases are dealt with at 
the Beth Din, 1 should like to say that I am in entire agreement with 
the views expressed therein. With all re«peet to the learned members 
of the Beth Din, whatever may be the qualifications which they possess 
to enable them to determine purely ecclesiastical questions, they are 
hopelessly ill-equipped for the purpose of adjudicating upon disputes of a 
lay character. 

Some few years ago I was professionslily concerned in a case where 
the issue was of a very serious kind, The parties to the dispute were 
Jews, and, after proceedings had taken place in the High Court, my 
client was persuaded, contrary to ny advice, to agree that the et): Din 
should have jurisdiction to deal with the matter finally. 

The proceedings which lasted several days were a complete farce. 
The rales of evidence as known and administered in our Courts were 
utterly ignored notwithstanding the objection which was raised, with the 
result that a large amount of “hearsay” evi lence was accepted by the 
Court, and ultimately a decision was given which did justice to neither 
party and mercly, as events sub-equently showed, sowed the seeds for 
further litigation between the pariies. 

My experience has been such that I have firmly resolved that in no 
circumstances whatever will I ever again allow any Jewish client of 
mine to take his case to the Beth Di, whereas if there was in existence 
a really competent Jewish Tribunal capable of dealing satisfactorily with 
disputes of the kind under discussion, I would. be the first to bring the 
fullest pressure to bear upon the client to refer his case to such a Tribunal! 
and so prevent the “lauadering in public” which we all so deepiy 
deplore, 
I believe that the majority of Jewish lawyers will agree with my 
views. 

I suggest as a remedy that the Jewish lawyers themselves should 
give aladinthe matter. There are many such who have the necessary 
legal equipment and experience which admirably qualify them to act as 
Arbitrators in matters involving disputes between Jews. Why could not 
a panel be cstablished of Jewish lawyers who would be willing to act as 
Arbi'rators in such cases from time to time ”? 

The Independe t Order B'nai Brith is a body which has shown itsel? 
ambitious to do something for the Jewish Community. It tas among its 
members several practising lawyers of wide experience who would reflect 
no «liscredit upon themselves, if under the #ygis of the Order they formed 
themselves into a panel from which Arbitrators conld from time to tyme 
be drawn for the purpose of constituting a tribunal whi h would decide 
Jewish disputes referred to it of a non-ecclesiastica) character. 

I-belicve that all J: wish lawyers would enthusiastically support a 
scheme of this nature and give their services gratuitously, couscious of 
the fact that they were assisting to satisfy a great communal peed. 

! hope that ere long something practical on the above lines will be 

done.

Would the trained lawyer presiding over “Mentor’s” Beth Din apply the 
Jewish law im spite of his English legal training? 

Further, is a marriage broke rage contract a civil or an ecclesiastical 
matter? Who is to decile whether a particular matter is civil ov 
ecclesiastical in its nature? Is there to be a preliminary hearing 
before one of the two tribunals to cecide before which of the two the 
matter should be ultimately tried? All these are questions arising from 
acursory survey of “ Mentor’s” article which was both constructive and 
stimulating.

Again, in his portrait 
of Alexander the Great, known as “The Young Warrior,” he 
has painted an owl's bead on the helmet of the Macedonian 
conqguerer. Now the owl is the sacred bird of Minerva or Dallas Athena, 
the goddess who was divinely born from the head of Zeus. Hence, her 
number was the mystic seven, the odd number of all magic. In Greek 
legend Alexander was also said to be of divine birth, and, according to 
that strange esoteric classic, ‘The Count de Gabalis,” the young world. 
conqueror was the son of Olympias, the wife of King Philip of Macedon, 
and a Salamander. It was Alexander's mission to open the w ys of the 
East to the West and to Greek civilisation. This mystical aspect of 
Alexander may, to some degree, account for the love our Rabbinic folk- 
lore displays for him.—Miss REGINA MIRIAM BLOCH, 83, Duke's Avenue, 
Chiswick, W.4.

The defendants did not lose a 
penny by the transactions, but, on the contrary,'they got the turn of the 
market. The profit made by Suwalsky was not paid by the defendants, 
but by the market. 

Mr. Birkett; Defendants made £1,609 on the transactions, and I will 
prove it. 

The Judge: When you do EF will take a note of if. 

Mr. Alfred Ernest Webster, an accountant, and a Fellow of the 
Institute of Bankers, said he was plaintiffs’ auditor, and so far as he was 
aware the brothers Kpstcin had a good reputation in the financial world. 
Balance-sheets prepared by witness showed that between 1/22 and 1926 
plaintiffs’ business showed an average annual profit of £3,500. In couse- 
quence of losses on forcign exchange dealing by plaintiffs in 1926-7 a 
reconstruction scheme was proposed and was submitted to the defendants, 
who were quite sympathetic. During the negotiations there was no hint 
by defendants that plaintiffs had done anything of which they. ought to 
be ashamed. Owing to defendants’ action in prosecuting plaintiffs, the 
reconstruction scheme was not carried oat.

it was a tradition with the Hebrew Patriarchs to hand down to their 
posterity the faith they had gained in their own eventful lives. 5o were 
formed the first links in that chain of tradition, which became the basis 
of our common Judaism. The redemption from Kgypt was destined to 
play so important a part in that tradition that it is not surprising to find 
it specially commended for transmission te later generations. Pharaoh 
entirely misconceived the Hebrew character when he suggested his 


willingness to set Israe! free, provided their children remained behind. 


Though it were only “ three days journey in the wilderness to sacrifice 
to the Lord their God,” the children must sbare in the sacrifice. And 
if the freedom were to be a ony mw, a much greater and more lasting 
freedom, how rmuch more the need that its'principles should be impressed 
on those that should come after them. Merely as the foundation of its 
national history, it was worth while to transmit to ages yet unborn “ what 
God had wrought in Egypt.” But Israel has never been content to regard 
the redemption and the exodus as an ordinary historical event. It forms 
for the Jews a basis of faith. And in this aspect it is essential that its 
story should be imparted to their children and their children’s children, 
“So shall ye know that lam the Lord.” Itisan event that records the 
birth of a people with a special destiny, It is an event which estab- 
lished the principle on which that destiny was founded. And so it 
comes to pass that nearly every rite Of the Jewish faith receives 
an added dignity and importance as a new reminder of the ancient 
memories called forth by the departure from Egypt gryyy pANy 457. 


A people is freed from slavery, and in accord with and in consequence. 


of that freedom is chosen for a Divine destiny. Itis the redemption that 
makes possible the revelation, the freedom; that gives the best cali to 
service, The claim to that service is made firstly on the grounds of 
Israel's natural gratitude. “Ye have seen what I did to the Egyptians, 
how I bore you on cagies’ wings and brought you to myself.” God's love 
for His people, te work He has wrought for them, is the golden thread, 
that runs through the whole of Jewish history. Lawgiver, prophet, 
psalmist, never tire of expatiating on Israel's cause for gratitude. It 
began with the patriarchs, who in love and faith walked where 
their master bade them and were guided by his providence. . It 
culminated in the redemption, of which we are speaking. “ Because 
the Lord loved you and because He would keep the oath which He 
made with yoar fathers, the Lord brought you out with a mighty hand 
and redeemed you out of the house of bondage.” It continued throughout 
Jewish history. “In all their affliction He was afflicted, and the angel of 
Hlis presence saved them.” ‘The remembrance of this ancient loye 
evoked in Israel the homage of crateful hearts, and gratitude became the 
keynote of Israel's service. Inthis harmony still abides the music of the 
Jewish faith, Disaster falls on Israel when that harmony is broken or 
disturbed. it is forgetfulness that breeds ingratitude, and ingrati- 
tude that breeds apostasy. “Lest thine heart be lifted up and 
thou forget the Lord thy God who brought thee forth from the 
land of Egypt from the house of bondage.” The historical sense of 
continuity preserves this. bond of affection and of gratitude, that 
is of such moment to Judaism. Hence the injunction to tell again and 
acain its story in the ears of our children and our children’s children, 
Hence the suggestion to place ourselves mentally as though we 
personally bad exporienced the bondage in Egypt and the redemption 
therefrom. NIT OND AN 

Nor in remembering the event must we lose sight of that great 
principle in human life of which it was the symbol and the realisation, 
Freedom has been to Israel her most precious heritage. It was a gift as 
much for the individual as for the people. Every individual soul, free 
and unfettered, as it had responded in Egypt to the call of the great 
deliverance, responded to the call to service at Sinai. Then and ever 
afterwards the claim of Judaism is aidressed to tree men and women, 
It asks for an unfettered, a willing and an enlightened faith. It is 
freedom. that differentiates faith from superstition. .It is the gratitude 
of free men that differentiates the hearts that love from the spirits that 
cringe in fear. “I did break the bands of your yoke and I made you walk 
upright.” There is a mental upricht attitude as wellasaphysical. ‘There 
is a freedom from the chains of a fearsome spirit as well as from the 
shackles of the body.

There may be those who deprecate the often advanced claim 
ef the individual Israelite to form independent judgment on 
religious matters.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath &3, Exodus x,, 1—xiii., 16. 


X., 2. “What I have wrought.” Translators and commentators are 
divided on the meaning of Ssypq. The Septuagint has “IT have mocked,” 
using a verb which is derived from the word for “child,” hence, literally, 
“T have played as a child plays.” The Hebrew ts similarly regarded as 
n denominative verb trom Ssyy, “an infant,” by Rasbi, Ibn Ezra and 
Nachmanides. The Authorised Version bad “I have mocked,” but in the 
Revised Version it was relegated to the margin, and the translation, rs 
have wrought,” inserted in the text, This is in agreement with the 
‘Targum, and Was accepted by KRashbam and Mendelssohn. It is 
impossible to decide the question with certainty, since texts can 
be quoted in support of both renderings. For the sense of 
mocking, compare Numbers. xxii., 29, I Samuel vi., 6, KKKi., 4 
On the other hand, in Psalm cxii., 4, it can only mean “to perform 
deeds,” but the form used is Hithpoei instead of Hithpacl. On the 
whole the weight of evidence seems to favour the first-mentioned 
rendering. God could have rescued the Israelites without sending plague 
after plague. He resolved, however, to “play” with the oppressors tor 
the purpose of maguifying the miracle, so that future generations might 
speak of what He had done. It is mainly because such an anthropo- 
morphic conception seems out of accord with what men believe of God 
that the alternative translation was adopted. 

The idea that the memory of the deliverance from Egypt should be 
transmitted from gcneration to generation bas passed into the practice of 
Jewry. The Talmud lays down the rule that it must be mentioned in the 
daily prayers. 

Verse 4, “iocusts.” Ibn Ezra suggested that the noun was 
derived from the verb 439 “multiply,” and the insect was so called 
because of the immense numbers in which it swarmed. This explana- 
tion was accepted until Assyriologists pointed to a root S ™N meaning 
“to devastate.” Nachmanides refutes the theory put forward by other 
commentators (according to Ibn Evra, Jephet ben Ali was one of them) 
that a considerable period elapsed between the plagues of hail and 
locusts since, according tu ix., 25 “the hail smote every herb of the field, 
and brake every tree of the fleld,” and time was required for a fresh 
crop to grow which would be devoured by the locusts. In his reply he 
mentions that such a hypothesis would contradict the Labbinic tradi:ion 
that all the plagues occurred withia the space of twelve months: and 
further tho hail only broke the wheat and trees. ‘They still remainedin 
the fields and were of some use to the Egyptians (compare “the residue 
of that which is escaped * in the next verse), but the placue of locusts 
resnuited in their comp!ete obliteration, 

Verse 5. “'The face of the earth.” The Hebrew is literally “the eye 
of the carth,” which Rashi and others take to mean the surface of the 
ground. ‘The Targum, however, has a different rendering, viz., “ the eye 
of the earth, which is the sun.” This is adopted by Abarbanel and 
Ehrlich, but it is impeobabe. «Firstly, such a poetical metaphor seems 
out of place in a prose narrative; secondly, the phrase occurs again in 
Numbers xxii., 45, 11, where it is used to describe the host of the 
israclites marching from igypt to the landof promise, While it would 
be possible to say of a swarm of locusts that it hid the sun from view, 
the same could not be said of a multitude of people. 

Verse 6. “Thy houses shall be filled.” This is a more accurate 
¢transiation than “they shall fill thy houses,” because M25 is construed 
asasingular. Note TOS) and SON1 in verse 5. 


“And he turned.” It is rather strange that the verb is not in the 
plural, since both Moses and Aaron took part inthe interview. Doubtless 
the explanation is to be sought im the fact that only Moses was the 
messenger of God, his brother being merely his spokesman, This is not 
the only instance of the peculiarity. We find it again in viii., 26, “ Moses 
went forth,” although the two had been present (verse 21). See also 
verses 27 and 35 of chapter ix, Ibn Ezra quotes a curious explanation of 
“Rabbi Joshua” in connection with “and he turned.” Since the verb is 
connected with the word for “face,” this Rabbi understood ]5" to signify 
that Moses paid Pharaoh the hoaour due to his regal rank by retiring from 
his presence facing him, walking backwards.

Among screen stars 
there are few Jews bunt they have made their mark in films, Of the 
seven chief motion picture organisations each has a Jew at its head. 

Adolphe Zukor and Jesse J, Lasky, those two intrepid film pioneers, 
are President and Vice-President respectively of the Paramount 
Famous Lasky Corporation, an orcanisation which, besides prodncing 
films of the first rank, controls a hoge chain of motion picture theatres. 
Fox Films, under Mr. William Fox, controls the largest chain of 
theatres in the world, and produces notable feature films which 
rank: among the foremost in the industry. The Schenck Broth rs. 
Nicholas and Joseph, control the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Concern andl 
Loews, Inc., a huge group of variety theatres. The firm of Warner 
Brothers was responsible for the introduction of Vitaphone, the first of 
the talking picture devices. Universal Victures have been brought to 
their present influential position through the efforts of Carl Laemmle, the 
President. The personnel of Columbia Victures Corp. is almost entire! 
Jewish, beaded by Joseph Brandt and Ilarry Cohen. United Artists 
Corporation, which produces pictures of distinction, has as its President 
M: Joseph M. Schenck.

United Hebrew Trades of America, 


Fortieth Anniversary. 
[From our Correspondent—NEW YORK ] 

A meeting of the United Hebrew Trades was held at Carnegie Hall 
on December 22nd in commemoration of the fortieth anniversary of the 
organisation before a very large audience. | A telegram of felicitation was 
received by Mr. J. Ramsay MacDonald, M.?. 

Mr. Mathew Woll, Vice-President of the American Federation of 
Labour, greeted those present in the name of the Federation and referred 
to the United Hebrew Trades as an integral part of the Movement of 
which the Federation is the central driving force to secure ever higher 
standards of living for the men and women of America who work for a 
living with their bands and brain, “ We realise the outstanding part 
you have played in the last forty year+,” said Mr, Woll, “in nation-wide 
endeavour to humanise conditions for the working masses. In the forty 
years of your existence you have spanned a world of hardship and 
vicissitudes common te all organised workers. You have been involved 
in hundreds of disputes, big and small, and have tasted the joy of victory 
and the ‘bitterness of defeat, You have had to battle against the 
abominations of the sweatshop and all its degrading by-products.” Mr, 
Woll went on to say that Communism had Leen wiped out of the ranks of 
the Organisation, but that the work of the body was far from ended, “{ 
still foresee a ¢dreat deal of work before you,” he said, “as the organising 
agency for the Jewish masses, on the one hand, and as an Americanising 
and educational centre for all the immigrant workers of your race on the 
other. You have already done nobly in these two flelds of endeavour.” 

Mr. Abraham Cahan, editor of the JEWISH DAILY FORWARD and one 
of the pioneers in the movement, said that the United Hebrew Trades 
had played a sign‘ficant réle in the life of the American Jews. Their 
u:rions had abolished the sweatshops which had disgraced and made 
intolerable life in the early years of settlement of the Jewish immigrant 
masses in their big cities. Not only had they taught men and women 
the value of organisation and the force of collective action, but they had 
served as an educational agency, spreading information and culture among 
the masses, familiarising them with American standards of living and 
bringing them to an understanding of the new duties and rights of free 
citizenship, 
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Mr. I. Mareminsky, Secretary of the Federation of Jewish Labour 
of Palestine, greeted the meeting on tehalf of the 10,000 workers in 
Palestine who are engaged in upbuilding the country, and thanked the

The Halsman Case at Innsbruck. 


Expected Re-opening.

Although the Austrian Government prevented Press censure of the 
judges at lunsbriick who sentenced the Jewish student, Mr. Philip 
Halsman, to imprisonment for ten years on a charge of murdering his 
father in the Tyrolese mountains, it is believed that the case will be 
re-opened very soon, si.ce many judicial authorities now feél that Mr, 
Halsman is the victim of an erroueous judgment. The Public Prosecutor 
and the Investigating Judge who dealt with the case, have resigned ; and 
although private circumstances are quoted as the reasons, it is believed 
that the retirements are due to their conduct of this case, 


Soviet’s Plans for Jewish Land Settlement. 
-- 
American Jewish Pact with Russia. 
[From our Correspondent —Moscow.] 


Ata meeting of the Russo-Jewish Colonisation Society in Moscow, 
Mr. Mereszin, the Jewish Communist leader and Vice-President of the 
Government Comnission for Jewish Land Settlement, announced 
the agreement between the Sovie’ Government and the American Jewish 
Agricultural Corporation will soon be signed. The latter is the body 
which is to administer the new ten million dollar fund for Rasso-Jewish 
Colonisation. The Soviet Government will receive, throuch the Govern. 
ment Commission for Jewish Land Settlement, the eight million dollars 
which the Joint Distribution Committee has already raised for the new 
Corporation. One million dollars of this will be for non-returnable 
expenses, and nine will form a loan for a period of ten years; the Soviet 
Government will guarantee the principal and the interest on it at.five 
per cent. 

The money will be used tofurther Jewish colonisation work in Russia 
at the expiry of that undertaken by the Joint Distribution Committee. 
Mr. Mereszin found an opportunity at the meeting of criticising this 
Committee for undertaking, through its leaders, who are about to join 
the Jewish Agency, to assist the colonisation work in Palestine. Whilst 
the Soviet Government was highly appreciative of the new arrangement 
as a constructive step, it felt that the decrease of the annual sum to be 
spent by the American group wa; serious, coming at a time when the 
need for money was acute. Colonisation in the Soviet Union was more 
deserving than that in Palestine. ‘Furthermore, the tendency to limit 
the work in America to a small group was regrettable. 

Mr. Meresz.n insisted in his declaration of policy that Bureabeidzan 
must become Jewish land and not merely a region of Jewish colonies. 
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Unless Bureabeidzan is to be converted into Jewish territory, his opinion 
is that Jewish leaders and settlers will not further the colonisation ‘work 
by going there. A covflict of opinion later develope] between the Burea- 
beidzan scheme and that for draining the White Russian swamps in order 
to settle Jews thereon. Mr. Mereszin subsequently expressed satisfac- 
tion with the work of the Joint Distribution Committee in Russia, and 
hoped that the widespread interest shown in its work: would be sustained 
by the new organisation.

Refusal of Grant to Jewish Nationalists.

Mr. Golde refused to recommend this 
unless the Association changed its constitution so as to make “Poles of 
the faith of Moses” cligible for membership, insteal of maintaining the 
present regulation admitting only students of Jewish nationality. 

The students, however, declined to comply with the request, stating 
that the University crew a distinction between Nationalist Jews aud 
Assimilationists.

Dr. Stephen Wise on Zionist Betrayal. 


“CONCERNED NOT WITH MEN BUT WITH MEASURES.” 


INTOLERABLE ALTERNATIVES AGENCY TAILS. 


Dr. Stephen &. Wise Vice-President of the Executive Council of the 
ionist Organivation, Rabbi of the Free Synagog .e and President of the 
Sewish Institute of Religion, arrived back in America last week, after 
ttending the recent Berlin meeting of the “ ictions” Committee, with 
ir. 5. J. Rosensohn, a supporter of the Brandeis Mack group. Inastate-. 
bent issued imme liately afier his return, h- says ‘that he had tried to 
miscover what was the feeling of European Zionists in relation to the 
roposed extension of the Jewish Agency, and that many saddening and 
islasioning things bad been learned. 
“Tho Zionist Org inisation,” he says, “has ceased to function in the 
iterest of anything that may properiy be called Zionism. That the 
miouist leadership has, generally speaki g, relinquished what for more 
han a generatio : we had cherished as the Zionist ideal, came to light in 
he unconsidered and unqnestioning acceptance by the Executive Council 
any sort. f Agency.

POLISH PRO-PALESTINE CONFERENCE.

‘The Polish Zionist Council met recently in Conference in Warsaw to dis- 
cuss the problems confronting it at the present jancture. The Chairman, 
Mr. Levite, announced that the Zionist Central Committec, despite its lack 
cffunds, has succeeded in opening 305 new branches and obtaining 4,250 
new members. Ue also declared that a Polish Pro-Palestine Conference 
would soon be convened in Warsaw to elect the Polish representatives 
on the Jewish Agency. 

Deputy Grinbaum delivered a strong opposition speech, in which he 
severely attacked the Marshall group in America, declaring that it still 
ignored the existence of the Jewish nation. 

The Revisionist Zionist spokesman, Mr. Kahn, threatened that the 
Revisionists would leave the Polish Organisation if the non-payment of 


the Party's dues to the Federation, as a result of the moncy crisis, were 
utilised to disfranchise the Revisionist Zionists.

The Fight for Oil. 


PALESTINE AS INTERNATIONAL BATTLEGROUND. 


‘The Paris correspondent of the New Yorn Times reports that the 
lrench Governnmient has decided on a course cf action which may have 
widespread international repercussions, in view of the British Govern. 
ment’s decision to lay the pipe lines carrying the oil from the Mosul oil. 
tields to Haifa, i stead of to a Syrian port in the French Mandated area. 

The writer says he has learned that the french Government is soon 
to bogin conversations with Germany, Italy, spain and other European 
countries which produce no oil, for the purpose of uniting those Govern. 
ments to counteract what is r garded by the French as being the danger of 
a world oil trast. [tis alleged in Pa is that this trustis based on «gree. 
ments among American, British an: Dutch oil interests. Such atrust.”’ 
he writes, “which th» French allege is alrendy in existence, constitutes 
a danger not only to the economic but to the national interests of the 
countries which may have to depend entirely on the trast for their oi! 
supplies needed for commercial and military purposes. 

The purpose of the negotiations to be undertaken by the French 
(Government, the correspondent learns, would be to organise the market 
of these oil interests and to force the American, English and Dutch oil 
interests to make oncessions. The possibility of getting oil from Kussia 
und from Roumania is one of the objects in view. The establishment 
of Government monopolies for oil is another weapon to be employed. 
Kepresentations to this effect are to be made to London and Washington 
in the near future. 


Allegation of American-British Plot. 


“It is alleged in the French capital,” he continues, “that the failure 
to have a pipe-line laid Jown from Mosul acrossisyria to a Mediterranear 
port controlled by the French, which is the shortest route, is due té a 
plot between the America and British oil compan‘es to prevent France 
having direct contact with the Mosui fields, one-‘ourth of the production 
of w hich goes to the French. 

“It might be that British oil companies are carrying out this decisio n 
and that American interests are working with them but nevertheless, 
the change in plans represents British Governmental action. It will be 
recalled that ove-foor h of Mosal oil goes to the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, controlled by the British Government; one-fourth to the 
American group; one-fourth to the Royal Dutch interests, and the 
remaining fourth to the French. The French not being able to build a 
pipe line for their fourth, now face the prospect of the oil to which they 
are cntitled being in the last analysis controlled by the British. 

“To build a pipe line over the lon#er Palestine route would cost 
many additional millions, it is complained, but the British appear to 
regard their reasons as sufficient to justify this expense.” 

‘The writer quotes an article in the MATIN, by Mr. Jules Sauerwein, 
which is known to be of a semi-ofticial character, which says: “ Against 
this mighty alliance being built in the United States between the great 
oil trusts, the French Government intends to fight inch by inch. It will, 
if necessary, associate itself with other non-producing countries. 
Energetic representatio :s will s.on be made to Washington and London 
to draw th attention of those Governments to the plans of these trusts. 
(vance must keep her eyes open and not lose the Mosul oil which belongs 
to her by virtue of the accords of San Remo.” 


Sir John Chancellor and Tel-Aviv. 
* PRODUCT OF A FREE JEWiSH PEOPLE.”

Sir John and Lady Chancellor visited Tel-Aviv recenty and were 
welcomed by. Mayor Dizengoff at the Munjcipal buildings. The 
Mayor expressed the hope that the new Uigh Commissioner, as an 


enginecr and expert in colonisation, would employ his talents to assist in 


the task of building the Jewish National Home. 

Sir John Chancellor replied that he trusted in the creation of a free 
Jewish people in Palestine, and that Tel-Aviv Was one of its products. 
“Tl heard much about Tel-Aviv,” he said, “but I never imagined that its 
growth was so wonderful. Its future success depends on patient work 
and saving. ~ fam very much interested in the scheme for the transfer of 
the railway centre from Ludd to Tel-Aviv, and the postponement of it is 
only duc to the lack of about £250,000 to carry it out. The protective 
tariffs in the country have been carefully framed to prevent a scarcity of 
foods. Only by the development of the economic resources of Palestine 
will an increased immigration be possible.” 

Sir John also promised to help in alleviating the financial burdens of 
Tel-Aviv. He was in sympathy with the demand that more employment 
should be given to Jewish labour in Government works, especially for the 
skilled : ni technical work. 

Sir John and Lady Chancellor visited the Hadassah, the Hebrew 
Gymnasium and the Rutenberg works. 

At a reception given in his honour by the Jaffa Jewish and Arab 
Chambers of Commerce, Sir John Chancellor stated that he was glad to 
find the two Chambers in close co-operation. Palestine, he said, will 
only make progress if the Jews and Arabs co-operate in harmony. 

The J«ffa Municipality also gave a reception in honour of the High 
Commissioner.

of this matter is shown by the report in the Times or INDIA of 
ameeti g recently held in Bombay, very largely attended by 
representatives of some thirty-five Muslim associations. Its obj ct 
was announced as to protest against the “unjust and iniquitenus 
demands of the Jews of Palestine with regard to the Wailing Wall 
of the Musjid-i-Aksa at Jerusalem, which has been in possession of 
the Muslims for the last thirteen centuries, and to bring home to the 
authorities the injustice of the Zionis: claims as hurting the rel gious 
feelings of the entire Muslim world.” ‘he Chairman of the meeting, in 
the cou~s2 of his address, said : 

The questiva required their most thouzhtfnl attention and was one of the 
most burning questions of the time. lriefly tracing the history of the “ Wailing 
Wall,” he said it was held in great respect by the Massalmansas the Duraq t- 
Nabavi-Sharif. It was here that the Jews stood and wept in memory of their 
departed Prophet. The Mussulmans had most generously and broad-mindedly 
not put any obstructions in the way of the Jews for their religious rites. It 
was a pity that the Jews after enjoying this privilege 1,500 years should now 
have come forward to claim extension in the rights enjoyed by them so far. 
They now wanted ascreen to protect them from the sun and rain, and required 
chairs and benches to be placed there as aleo other comforts. He considere:| 
it nota question of right but a question of taking over possession of what really 
belonged to them. 

He ended by declaring with much warmth, thatit was not a question 
of Jewish rights but of Jews desiring to deprive Mussa’mans of what 
belonged to them. 

There followed a series of resolutions which, according to the report, 

veferred to the aggressive policy of the Jewsin Palestine and the favouritism 
shown by the Palestine Government to the Jewish Commonity as being grossly 
eruel and unjust to Mussulmans and heartily congratulating the Mussulmans 
of Palestine and the neighbouring territories on the rare courage they have 
shown in boldly coming forward to protest in the right manner with true 
Islamic feelings against aggressive and autocratic action of the Jewish Com- 
munity with regard to the wall of Holy Purag t Nabavi; requesting the Muslim 
members of the Council of State and the Legislative Assembly toraise a power- 
ful united voice in the Central Legislature against. the preposterous demand of 
the Jews;and waiting if necessary on the Viceroy in deputation; and calling 
on all the Muslims of India to hold meetings all over the country and raise a 
united voice against the oppressive and aggressive demanis of the Jewish 
Community. . 
Now itseems to me that with this report before us, indica'ing as it does 
Muslim opinion throughout India and the East, and bearing in mind the 
no less sure indication that is being provided by the Zionist Organis tion 
that the majority of those associated with it care nothing for the chief 
purpose for which the Mandate in Palestine was given to Great Britain— 
to establish there a National Home for the Jewish People, in the one 
worthy and rational sense of that term—there is little cause for surprise 
at the attitude the Government has adopted on this Wailing Wall question. 
The Government evidently does not see the force of upsetting the Muslim 
world, the goodwill of which means so much to the Empire, in order to 
please Jews—a comparative handful—who show themselves so carcless 
of all that should be infinitely more important to them in connection 
with Palestine than the Wailing Wall. In any case, Musiim opinion, as 
voiced at the meeting to whfch I allude, should not be igcored by Jews. 


The Jewish National Fund and Haifa Bay Land. 
[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. } 


Widespread enthusiasm has been aroused by the report that the 
Jewish National Fund has acquired the option for the purchase of a 
further 22,000 dunams (about 5,500 acres) in the Haifa Bay area, which, 
if the Fund is able to complete the purchase, will raise its holdings to 
33,000 dunaars. 

There is no doubt that in a few years’ time Haifa, will become a port 
of international activity, and one of the main harbours on the 
Mediterranean Coast—certainly the leading maritime town on the 
Eastern Mediterranean. The projected Mosul pipe-line terminus will, if 
settled at Haifa (now supposed to be a foregone conclusion), still further 
augment this significance. It is the first time that the Fund has acquired 
an area of such size contiguous to an urban centre. 

Bat problems of finance have not been settled by securing this 
important option. The Jewish National Fund will find itself faced witha 
great task in reclaiming the area. The enormous cost of drainage, 
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lovelling, reclamation, etc., of the land, and the necessity of providing 
adequate water instullat irrigation «ystems and the tike, will be a 
tax upon the Fan i's at present inadcq resoarces. Bat no doubt the 
Jewish p ople in all countries will “flo ta way” of roanding off this most 
important event in contemprwrary Zionist this ory by rallying to the 
support of the Keren \ayemet with the reqaired assistance, 


Science at the Hebrew University. 
-- 
PROG’ESS IN PRACTICAL TUITION. 


Speaking on “Tie Staty of Szience at the Hebrew University,” at 
a meeling of the Friends of the Nebrew University of Jernsalem, at the 
Mocatta Library, University College, on Thursday of last week, Professor 
S. Brodetsky said it was one of the most fundamental duties of ‘hose 
responsible for the development of the University in Jerusalem to ensure 
th.t science shouid have a fitting place in tat Institution. 

One of their greatest dificalties was to get Professors and Lect: rers 
of the highest standing; and, again, the introduction of teaching was in 
itselfa danger, because of the reat demand for elem utary training 
which ai to be on the finest scholastic basis. The ques ion «xercising 
people's minds of when the teaching was going to begin was discussed at 
a meeting of the Board of Governors in 1926, at which he was present. 
A Committee was appoisted with instructions to lavestigate, not whether 
there should be teaching at the Usiversity of Jerusalem, ba’ how such 
teach ng could be introduced. The Commit:ee had met and considered 
several problems. They had to ask themselves what was meant by the 
teaching of science. This involved con-iderations of staff, equipment, and 
subjects t> bo tanzht. Meanwhile, there began a tremendous clamour all 
over Europe that they should start teaching at the University immedi- 
ately. By this time the reporto! the Committee bad been circulated, and 
they definitely recommended that provision should be made for teaching 
in the scienc « faculty and that steps should be taken to ob ain a Professor 
of Mathematics and the necessary staff, and to put up a Physicai Institate 
with a professor and s aff in ciarge of Piaysics. A number of appoint- 
ments had been made, and they hoped that by next year, the staff of the 
Mathematics Department would be complet -d. With regard to the Physics 
Department, this had not yet been put up, although the plaus were ready. 

Professor Levy presided over the gathering.

SOME FACTS ABOUT THE “NATIONAL HOME,” 
(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM 


It will soon become far more easy for children of Isra 1 to enter into 
the Kingdom of Iicaven than to penetrate through the needle’s e e into 
the National Home. ‘To all intents and purposes, the Palestine Go ern- 
mentis tryingt make bricks without straw —to build the Jewish Na ional 
Home without Jews. It is sufficient that a would-be immigrant is a Jew 
for a definite bar to his (jor her) admission into the country, to be set up. 

The local newspapers the other day contained the story of an 
American dew who had settled some years ago in Tel-Aviv, purchased a 
site and built a house (worth about £2,500) and then felt the urge to see 
the States once more. Upon seeking to return, the British Cons) at 
Detroit, Mich., appeared to be sceptical as to this gentleman's credentials. 
They consisted of an American pissport daly viséd some years ago, 
registration under the Palestine Immigration O:dinance, title-deeds 
to the land and documents showing bank balances in Palestine. 
Finally the required permit. for the return was secured, but 
on the man and his wife reaching Palestine, they were delayed 
several hours b fore being allowed to land. The case was evidently 
being re-cxamined. When the G-vernment is asked to grant“ certifl- 
ca‘cs” for immigrants, the reply is, “There is no work for them.” But 
whit possible reply can be given in regard to settlers who are well-off and 
whose desire to reside in Palestine outbalances tho obstacles placed in 
their path ?

aeroplane and airship construction. 


he coating of fabrics is iruportant in the same direction; as it renders the 
fabric vas-tight and non-inflammable, even when very thin and light. 

(‘nating glass with metal is likely to be of ecmmercial importance in many 
ways. For example, comparatively thin glass coated with meta! may replace 
the soldiers alumimium water-bottles. An electro deposited network of adherent 
metal may largely replace the wire mesh work used on mineral water syplhons 
and ga-ogenes. 

This deposit of nickel on organic material was shown me. This nicke! was thick enough 
for pipes: and if nicke!i can be deposited in tubes thit can be drawn and bont, there is a farge 
opening in the chemical! iadu try, and in connect on with condenser tubes. 

The deposition of metals ov woo is aseful in many cases where strenath is 
needed; It is proposed to copper-bottom ships by i his process, and this looks, 
promising. Lhe coating of metal-will probably make furniture and other wood- 
work resist the white ant in the tropics. 

Commg te decorative work; metal coated wood has a very striking appear- 
ance: but no one can tell.in advance whether a uew kind of decoration will 
appeal! to the public eye. 

The decoration of glass and porcelain with artistic tracery m gold, silver or 
chromium is certainly very beautiful, and ought to-lead to large ovtyat. 

) have seen the small experimental works in Paris. : 

A works for tarning ou! these prod .ets ona larg» scale costs little in propo t'on to the 
output: in fact, the cost of all the processes is very small, both in plant and revyenusc. 

An avequate Works could be put up in Engiaml in « few months: and 
beyond the buildings the plant consists of little out low pressure dynamos, 
vats and cleaning and polishing gear. The most important part of such a 
Worle ig a competent Manager’and Staff with a thorough knowtadve of the 
practical methods of electro-plating ; and the nucleus of tiie &sists,and can be 
to this country.

“THERESE RAQUIN ” (“Q” THEATRE). 

The supreme test of acting is the degree of intensity with which the 
presented images remain impressed onthe brain. Extremely brilliant, 
profound or forceful impersonations can temporarily re- reate character, 
but only genius can so live character as to dominate and haunt the 
spectator’'s mind. Such a performance was given by Nancy Price, as 
Madame Ragquin, in Zola’s “Therése Raquin” at the “Q” Theatre on 
Monday. In the last act, completely paralysed. she gave a far more 
potent expression of dramatic power than either Therése or her lover 
with all their fierce vitality. She so controlled her bo dy that it seem d 
literally turned to stone and only her eyes burn ed invective or appeal, 
Her sudden regaining of speech and movement was a terrifying moment. 
The piece, of course, is heavy melodrama, and played for the most part 
at such a pitch of screaming wordiness by Jane Wood as Therése and 
Russell Thorndyke as Laurent, her lover, that the brooding tr» gedy of 
their guilty love is drowned in the uproar. They were both much finer 
in the earlier part of the play when they conveyed by extreme economy 
of posture, word and gesture, the looming passion that transfused the 
sickening boredom of life at the Raquins Anthony Ireland was excellent 
as Camille, the invalid husband, petty, querulous and childlike. 

THE CHINESE BUNGALOW (DUKE OF YORK’S). 

Mr. Matheson Lang's latest stage Chinaman is eminently reminiscent 
of his original triumph in “Mr. Wu.” “ The Chinese Bungalow” is 4 
play which can best be excused for the opportunity it gives Mr. Lang to 
die according to the traditional stage manner of heroic Chinamen. Other- 
wise it is unredeemed and scarcely neeis the realistic introducti»n of 
Chinese incense to produce somnambulist effects on its andience. But so 
excellent is the pro.iuction that even this contingency has been thought 
of, and there are provided throughout the play sudden shrill sounds, 
the sirens of approaching steamers, and the banging of an altogether 
charming gong which effectively arouse the sleepers from their dreams. 
Austin Trevor puts in a splendid performance of an unsympathetic part, 
and Marjorie Mars and Frances Doble work well in their unconvincing 
roles. But the most convincing performance of the evening was that given 
by Sybilla, the Siamese cat. 

“MY LADY'S DRESS” (RUDOLF STEINER HALL). 


Mr, Victor Lewisohn’s company produced this old favourite of: 
amateur players extremely well. The acting was in parts excellent aad 
was never less than workmanlike. Ann, the wife whose dream consti- 
tutes the bulk of the play, was pleasartly taken by Miss Margaret Fry ; 
in the main scene, “At Jacquelins,” she struck quite the right note of 
slightly anxious cordiality. Daphne Odin-Pearse, as the mannequin 
Anita, had the really dramatic part; her gradually worked-up 
repulsion and frenzy held the house. Nor did Jacquelin (F. Basil 
Guedalia) ever seem less than villainously deserving of the +tab 
with the shears she finally gave him. Each of the scenes showed 
however, one ii nof more memorable pieces of acting. Gioann, the 
Italian pediar-villain (Doné¢an Mariks;, ac2 Joanny, the drunken, 
benevolent weaver of Lyons (George Wilkes), were Masreity. Ivan, 
the idealist pelt-trader, taken by L. Edgar Owen, and Jonkheer Jan 
van der Bom, taken by Norman Gosden, who wore murry velvet and 
lace clothes of a Dutch fop of the seventeenth century as to the manner 
born, must also be montioned. One word of suggestion rather than 
criticism. This piece has more than enough parts to supply the demands 
even ofamateurs; and to give the main role throughout to one actress 
would have linked together the episodes, as was originally intended, 
without depriving anybody of the footlights. R. N. 


MUSIC. 

Listening to the recital of songs composed by Samuel Alman, which 
was given at the Wigmore Hall on Wednesday evening, |! was almost led 
into the hereticil wish that Alman had never heard of or felt the hope 
that there should arise a specifically Jewish music. Actually that hope 
is a splendid ideal and one which I personally cherish—but I feared 
when listening to Alman’s fine works, that this very ideal has tended to: 
cramp his genius. Paradoxical as it may souod, Alman’s music would 
be even more truly Jewish were it released from conscious effort to 
achieve Jewishness. Auyhow, on Wednesday, a full audience was able 
to listen to composi(ions which ought to have made the Jewish members 
prond of sharing the composer's nationality. One of the mostimpressive 
songs was a setting of Shneur’s “ Song of Darkness.” Here there was 
shown the sensitive response to atmosphere and the ability to express, 
mood which one finds only in compositions of marked genius. Thegroup 
of Heine's songs were very pleasing but scarcely fitted the words of) 
that strange poet whose Jewish heart expressed itself with the’ 
polished brilliance of Horatius Flaccus in terms of nineteenth-century 
neuroticism. In the Bialik group there were passages of extraordinarily 
moving beauty.

Psalms is the 45th, whicl? was sung by the Levites in the Temple on 
the second day of the week. The Psalm is described as ~ A song: a 
Psalm of the Sous of Korah.” When Korah died for: revolting against 
Moses and Aaron we are expressiy to din the Bible: * Notwithstand. 
ing, the sons of Korah died not.” There are several mentions of his 
descendants. Ove in particular is significant for it refers to theic 
function as a choir. We are told in Chronicles Il that when 
Jehosophat was delivered f:om the menace of an inva-ion of the 
Moabites and Ammonites “the children of the Korahites st-od up to 
praise he Lord, the God of Israel, withan exeeeding loud voice ™ We 
are told eaviier of their association with the divine service: “. . . the 
Korahites were over the work of the service, keepers of the gates of 
the tabernacle.” (uite a number of Psalms are ascribed to them, 
probably written for their « hoir. 


THE MOUNTAIN CITY, 
The Psalm opens with praise of God and His holy city. “ Beautifal 


for situation, the joy of the whole earth, is Mount Zion, on the-sides™ 


of the north, the city of the great King.” “ Its elevation,” writes Dean 
Stanley, “is remarkable, occasioned not from its being on the summit 
of o ec of the numerous hills of Judea, like most of the towns and 
villages, but because it is on the edge of one of the highest tablelands 
of the country . . To the traveller approaching Jerusalem from the 
west or east, it must always have presented ‘the appearance of a 
mountain city ; breathing, as compared with the plains of Jordon, 4 
mountain air; enthroned, as compared with Jericho and Damascus, 
Gaza and Tyre, on a mountain fastness.” The building of the Temple 
op a. mountain beight bad an ideal significance as emphasising the 
exalted character of the divine service. We may recall the lyric words 
of Isaiah: “And it shall come to pass in the latter days that the moan- 
tain of the Lord’s house shall be established in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills: and ai! nations 
shall flow untoit. And many peoples shall go and say, Come ye, and 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house of the God of 
Jacob: and He will tearh us of His ways, and we will walk in His 
pa hs; for out of Zion shall go forth the Law and the word of the Lord 
trom Jerusalem.”
